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INTRODUCTION 


The work planned and executed in the same manner as vol. 1X 
of the Series was completed in 1946. The printing of the volume 
was at one time intended to be undertaken after the preceding 
volumes had been published. But later on it was not considered 
proper to defer its publication indefinitely, as fresh revision and 
occasional modification of the descriptive matter might be neces- 
sary in future. 

The volume, perhaps the smallest of the Series, describes 89 
manuscripts mostly procured from Northern India and copied in 
the Devanagara script of the 18th and 19th centuries of the 
Christian era.1 A few MSS. are copied in Bengali (11, 51, 60)-and 
Newari (34, 61). One MS. (51) is dated L.S. 362 ( = 1476 A.D.). 


Owners, Copyists AND PURPOSE OF COPYING 


Some of the MSS. contain interesting information regarding 
copyists and original owners of the MSS. as well as the purposes of 
copying. It is recorded that the first MS. of the volume is a copy 
of one originally belonging to the great scholar and Sannyasin 
Kavindracarya, a list of works in whose library has been 
published.2 It may be noted in this connection that the Society 
is proud to possess a few more MSS. of this scholar not found in 
the above-mentioned list. 


Raghunatha Malaviya, owner and copyist of a number of 
MSS. noticed in this volume was the person from whom the Society 
purchased in 1909 a collection of 191 MSS.4 (Nos. 8330-8520). Some 
of the MSS. in the-present volume (Nos. 7, 8, 9, 19, 30, 47), however, 
appear to be outside the collection purchased on that occasion.

of a school.

A reference may be made to the MSS. of a number of interest- 
ing and important works dealt with in the volume. No other 
MSS. of the works are known to exist elsewhere.

A GENERAL SURVEY OF THE NATURE OF CONTENTS or THE MSS. 


It will be seen that the volume though small contains MSS. 
of works of various subjects of more or less of a technical nature, 
It is scarcely possible for me to assess the merits of the works and 
ascertain their position in the literature of the respective subjects. 
That is the business for experts. And one such expert, Mr. O. C, 
Gangoly, has in his Ragas and Raginis (Calcutta, 1948) drawn 
attention (pp. 43, 64, 36, 49) to the special value of a number of 
unpublished works on Sarngittagastra, MSS. of which are possessed 
by the Society (54, 60, 61, 62). As regards other subjects the 
Society can claim to possess very few manuscripts of important

little-known works. Of course, in every subject there are unique 
MSS. of some work or other, though not of any great importance. 

In the section of Kamasastra we have a small Siitra work (4) 
on the utility of drinking wine attributed to King Puriravas. 
There is also an expository work (5), attributed to King Bharata, 
based on the same or a similar Sitra work. Another very small 
work accompanied by a commentary is the Smararahasyapanca- 
ratna (8), the author and commentator, preceptor and disciple, 
being both yogins. 

In Vasru-SastRA there is no work requiring a special mention. 
Reference may, however, be made to a number of allied works 
described in a previous volume (ITI. 2464-2526, 2812-2827) deal- 
ing with rituals connected with architectural undertakings. 

In Samaira-sastRa, besides the works already dealt with by 
Mr. Gangoly as indicated above there is a very interesting work 
written by various scholars at the instance of Malik Suluta Sahi or 
Malik Sarak Sulitién Saihi of Kada, near Veni, who seems to have 
been a great patron of Indian music and the literature on it. He 
collected various Sanskrit works on music and assembled scholars 
from different parts of the country making grants of land and gifts 
of gold, cloth, etc. In 1428 A.D. this band of scholars composed 
the Sargitasiromant (59) at the bidding of the Sahi. 

We have also reference to other patrons in a number of other 
works: 

Jayaccandradeva Saptamacakravarti—Patron of Kavibala- 

sarasvati Subhamkara, author of Samganasdgara (61). 

Jatalendra or Jatavendra (according to India Office MS.) of 
Rewa, son of Virajit, son of Surava, who lived in a town 
near a river below the fort Hariya—Patron of the royal 
priest Kgemakarna or Mesakarna, author of Ragamala (62). 

Maharajadhiraja Ganapatideva—Patron of Gajasadhanika 
Jayasenapati, author of Nritaratndvalt (66). 

Gajapati Narayanadeva, son of Padmanabha—Patron of 
Purusottama Misra, author of Sarigitandrayana (60), which is 
referred to in the colophons as the work of Narayanadeva. 

Another work of royal authorship is the Anandasanjivana (55) 
of Maharajadhiraja Madanapala who had a number of virudas or 
epithets. 
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In YuppDHA-S4STRA or DHANURVEDA, which is claimed to be of 
divine origin, independent works dealing with the subject in a more 
or less scientific manner are very few. Of these the manuscript of 
a work called Kodanda-sastra attributed to Dilipa is reported to 
have been acquired bythe Society (JPASB, 1908, p. xxii) 
but unfortunately it cannot be traced in the Society’s Library. 
A passing reference may be made to two MSS. of a work called 
Kodandamandana in the old collection of the Society. An edition 
of the work has been published in Bengali characters by the Basu- 
mati Sahityamandir of Calcutta. All the known MSS. of the 
work, including those belonging to the Society, come to an abrupt 
end at the same place, e.g., verse 9 of chapter XXII (or XXT in 
some MSS.). It is curious that it is definitely recorded in MSS. 
belonging to different parts of the country that some portions at 
the end were found missing in the original from which the particular 
MS. was copied, so that the portions in question could not be 
copied out. It requires to be investigated as to when and how 
the portions came to be lost. The work does not refer to the name 
of the author but it is stated that tradition was followed in writing 
the book.1 

MSS. of astrological or magical works have not been ine 
in the volume.2 The Society possesses MSS. 
dozen works of this type (Yuddhajayarnavat

of these works or of other similar works are usually classed under 
Tantra or Astrology. A number of these works are 

stated to have been based on the Tantras especially of the Yamala 
class with sections bearing the stamp of the Tantra form while one 
at least is styled Tantra. These works deal with what is called 
Svarodayasastra or the science of sounds, a lack of the knowledge 
of which brings about the fall of a king, even though rich in arma-

In the remaining sections the available literature like the 
number of MSS. in the Society is very poor. 

In Caurya-SasTra or science of stealing, which is regarded as a 
fine art and included in the list of 64 Kalas, there is only one MS. 
of a very handy size of a ritualistic work containing incantations 
and descriptions of magical rites. MS. of another work, the 
Cauracarya or Caurasvarapa, is reported to exist in the Bhandarkar 
Oriental Research Institute of Poona. The art figures prominent- 
ly in popular literature of the country.”
